AN  ACT  To  provide  for  the  establishment  of  Federal  reserve  banks,  to  luhiii^an  elastic 
durenc^r,  to  afford  means  of  rediscounting  commercial  paper,  to  establish  a  more  effective 
sapervision  of  banking  in  the  United  States,  and  for  other  purposes.  "  •     .  ; 

Be  U  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representaiives  of  the  JJnoH^:  1 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  short  title  of  this:-  '2 
Act  shall  be  the  "  Federal  Reserve  Act. "  *     3 

Wherever  the  word  "bank'*  is  used  in  this  Act,  the  word  shall  be  4 
held  to  include  State  bank,  banking  association,  and  trust  company,  5 
except  where  national  banks  or  Federal  reserve  banks  are  specincally  6 
referred  to.  7 

The  terms  ^'national  bank"  and  ^'national  banking  association"  8 
used  in  this  Act  shall  be  held  to  be  synonymous  and  interchangeable.  9 
The  term  ''member  bank"  shall  be  held  to  mean  any  nationaTbank,  10 
State  bank,  or  bank  or  trust  company  which  has  become  a  member  11 
of  one  of  the  reserve  banks  created  by  this  Act.  The  term  ''board"  12 
shall  be  held  to  mean  Federal  Reserve  Board;  the  term  "district"  13 
shall  be  held  to  mean  Federal  reserve  district;  the  term  "reserve  14 
bank"  shall  be  held  to  mean  Federal  reserve  bank.  15 

FEDEBAL  BESEBVE  DISTRICTS.  16 

Sec.  2.  As  soon  as  practicable,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  the  17 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  act-  18 
ing  as  "The  Reserve  Bank  Organization  Committee,"  shall  designate  19 
not  less  than  eight  nor  more  than  twelve  cities  to  be  known  as  Federal  20 
reserve  cities,  and  shall  divide  the  continental  United  States,  ex-  21 
duding  Alaska,  into  districts,  each  district  to  contain  ouly  one  of  such  22 
Federal  reserve  cities.  The  determination  of  said  organization  23 
committee  shall  not  be  subject  to  review  except  by  the  Federal  24 
Reserve  Board  when  organized:  Provided,  That  the  districts  shall  be  25 
apportioned  with  due  regard  to  the  convenience  and  customary  course  26 
of  Dusiness  and  shall  not  necessarily  be  coterminous  with  any  State  27 
or  States.  The  districts  thus  created  may  be  readiusted  and  new  28 
districts  may  from  time  to  time  be  created  by  the  Federal  Reserve  29 
Board,  not  to  exceed  twelve  in  all.  Such  districts  shall  be  known  as  30 
Federal  reserve  districts  and  may  be  designated  by  number.  A  ma-  31 
jority  of  the  organization  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  with  32 
authority  to  act.  33 

Said  organization  committee  shall  be  authorized  to  employ  counsel  34 
and  expert  aid,  to  take  testimony,  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  to  35 
administer  oaths,  and  to  make  such  investigation  as  may  be  deemed  36 
necessarv  by  the  said  committee  in  determming  the  reserve  districts  37 
and  in  aesignating  the  cities  within  such  districts  where  such  Federal  38 
reserve  banks  shall  be  severally  located.  The  said  committee  shall  39 
supervise  the  organization  in  each  of  the  cities  designated  of  a  40 
Federal  reserve  bank,  which  shall  include  in  its  title  the  name  of  the  41 
city  in  which  it  is  situated,  as  "Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Chicago."  42

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1  Under  regulations  to.-l)fe;J5rfescribed  by  the  organization  committee, 

2  every  national  banki^'  association  in  the  Umted  States  is  hereby 

3  required,  and  ever^'-.^gible  bank  in  the  United  States  and  every 

4  trust  company  witbia*  the  District  of  Columbia,  is  hereby  authorized 

5  to  signify  in  writijkg,  within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  Act, 

6  its  acceptance,  of  the  terms  and  provisions  hereof.    When  the  organi- 

7  zation  coziuga^i.ttee  shall  have  desimated  the  cities  in  which  Federal 

8  reserv<sr.b4jLks  are  to  be  organized,  and  fixed  the  geo^aphical  limits 

9  of  the  *F«ederal  reserve  districts,  every  national  banlSng  association 

10  wijbBpl'that  district  shall  be  required  within  thirty  days  after  notice 

11  •iroter  the  organization  conmiittee,  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock 
1^'bf'such  Federal  reserve  bank  in  a  sum  equal  to  six  per  centum 

13  of  the  paid-up  capital  stock  and  surplus  of  such  bank,  one-sixth  of 

14  the  subscription  to  be  payable  on  call  of  the  organization  conmiittee 

15  or  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Board,  one-sixth  withm  three  months  and 

16  one-sixth  within  six  months  thereafter,  and  the  remainder  of  the  sub- 

17  scription,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  subject  to  call  when  deemed 

18  necessary  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Board,  said  payments  to  be  in 

19  gold  or  gold  certificates. 

20  The  shareholders  of  every  Federal  reserve  bank  shall  be  held  indi- 

21  vidually  responsible,  equally  and  ratably,  and  not  one  for  another, 

22  for  all  contracts,  debts,  and  engagements  of  such  bank  to  the  extent 

23  of  the  amount  of  their  subscriptions  to  such  stock  at  the  par  value 

24  thereof  in  addition  to  the  amount  subscribed,  whether  such  subscrip- 

25  tions  have  been  paid  up  in  whole  or  in  part,  under  the  provisions  of 

26  this  Act. 

27  Any  national  bank  failing  to  signify  its  acceptance  of  the  terms  of 

28  this  Act  within  the  sixty  days  aforesaid,  shall  cease  to  act  as  a  reserve 

29  agent,  upon  thirty  days'  notice,  to  be  riven  within  the  discretion  of  the 
.30  said  organization  committee  or  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Board. 

31  Shomd  any  national  banking  association  in  the  United  States  now 

32  organized  fau  within  one  year  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  to  become 

33  a  member  bank  or  fail  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 

34  Act  appUcable  thereto,  all  of  the  rights,  privileges,  and  franchises  of 

35  such  association  granted  to  it  under  the  national-bank  Act,  or  under 

36  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  thereby  forfeited.    Any  noncom- 

37  pUance  with  or  violation  of  this  Act  shaU,  however,  be  determined 

38  and  adjudged  by  any  court  of  the  United  States  of  competent  juris- 

39  diction  in  a  suit  brought  for  that  purpose  in  the  district  or  territory 

40  in  which  such  bank  is  located,  under  oirection  of  the  Federal  Reserve 

41  Board,  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  in  his  own  name  before 

42  the  association  shall  be  declared  dissolved.     In  cases  of  such  noncom- 

43  pliance  or  violation,   other  than  the  failure  to  become  a  member 

44  Dank  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  every  director  who  partici- 

45  pated  in  or  assented  to  the  same  shall  be  held  hable  in  his  personal 

46  or  individual  capacity  for  all  damages  which  said  bank,  its  share- 

47  holders,  or  any  other  person  shall  have  sustained  in  consequence  of 

48  such  violation. 

49  Such  dissolution  shall  not  take  away  or  impair  any  remedy  against 

50  such  corporation,   its  stockholders   or  officers,   for   any  habifity  or 

51  penalty  which  shall  have  been  previously  incurred. 

52  Should  the  subscriptions  by  banks  to  the  stock  of  said  Federal 

53  reserve  banks  or  any  one  or  more  of  them  be.  in  the  judgment  of  the 

54  organization  committee,  insufficient  to  provide  the  amount  of  capital 
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required  therefor,  then  and  in  that  event  the  said  organization  com-  1 

jnittee  may,  imder  conditions  and  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  it.  2 

offer  to  public  subscription  at  par  such  an  amount  of  stock  in  said  3 

Federal  reserve  banks,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them,  as  said  committee  4 

shall  determine,  subject  to  the  same  conditions  as  to  payment  and  5 

stock  liability  as  provided  for  member  banks.  6 

No  individual,  copartnership,  or  corporation  other  than  a  member  7 

bank  of  its  district  shall  be  permitted  to  subscribe  for  or  to  hold  at  8 

any  time  more  than  $25,000  par  value  of  stock  in  any  Federal  reserve  9 

bank.    Such  stock  shall  be  mown  as  public  stock  and  may  be  trans-  10 

ferred  on  the  books  of  the  Federal  reserv^e  bank  by  the  chairman  of  1 1 

the  board  of  directors  of  such  bank.  12 

Should  the  total  subscriptions  by  banks  and  the  public  to  the  stock  13 

of  said  Federal  reserve  banks,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them,  be,  in  the  14 

judgment  of  the  organization  committee,  insxifficient  to  provide  the  15 

amount  of  capital  required  therefor,  then  and  in  that  event  the  said  16 

organization  committee  shall  allot   to   the  United  States  such  an  17 

amount  of  said  stock  as  said  committee  shall  determine.     Said  United  18 

States  stock  shall  be  paid  for  at  par  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treas-  19 

ury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  and  shall  be  neld  by  the  Secretary  20 

of  the  Treasury  and  disposed  of  for  the  benefit  of  the  United  Stat^  21 

in  such  manner,  at  such  times,  and  at  such  price,  not  less  than  par,  22 

as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  determine.  23 

Stock  not  held  by  member  banks  shall  not  be  entitled  to  voting  24 

power.  26 

The  Federal  Reserve  Board  is  hereby  empowered  to  adopt  and  26 

promulgate   rules   and   regulations   governing   the   transfers   of  said  27 

stock.  28 

No  Federal  reserve  bank  shall  conunence  business  with  a  sub-  29 

scribed  capital  loss   than  $4,000,000.    The  organization  of  reserve  30 

districts  and  Federal  reserve  cities  shall  not  be  construed  as  chang-  31 

ing  the  present  status  of  resei-ve  cities  and  central  reserve  cities,  32 

except  in  so  far  as  this  Act  changes  the  amount  of  reserves  that  33 

may  be  carried  with  approved  reserve  agents  located  therein.     The  34 

organization  committee  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such  assistants  35 

and  incur  such  expenses  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act  as  36 

it  shall  deem  necessary,  and  such  expenses  shall  be  payable  by  the  37 

Treasurer  of  the  United  States  upon  voucher  approved  oy  the  Secre-  38 

tary  of  the.  Treasury,  and  the  sum  of  $100,000,  or  so  mucn  thereof  as  39 

may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  40 

Treasury   not   otherwise    appropriated,    for    the    payment    of   such  41 

expenses.  42 

BRANCH  OFFICES.  43 

Sec.  3.  Each  Federal  reserve  bank  shall  establish  branch  banks  44 
within  the  Federal  reserve  district  in  which  it  is  located  and  may  do  45 
so  in  the  district  of  any  Federal  reserve  bank  which  may  have  been  46 
suspended.  Such  branches  shall  be  operated  by  a  board  of  directors  47 
imaer  rules  and  regulations  approved  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Board.  48 
Directors  of  brancn  banks  snail  possess  the  same  Qualifications  as  49 
directors  of  the  Federal  reserve  banks.  Four  of  saia  directors  shall  50 
be  selected  by  the  reserve  bank  and  three  by  the  Federal  Reserve  51 
Board,  and  they  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure,  respectively,  52 
of  the  parent  bank  and  the  Federal  Reserve  Board.  The  reserve  53 
bank  shall  designate  one  of  the  directors  as  manager;  54 
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FEDERAL  BESEBVE  BANKS. 


2  Seg.  4.  When  the  organization  committee  shall  have  established 

3  Federal  reserve  districts  as  provided  in  section  two  of  this  Act^  a 

4  certificate  shall  be  filed  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  showing 

5  the  geographical  limits  of  such  districts  and  the  Federal  reserve  city 

6  designated  in  each  of  such  districts.    The  Comptroller  of  the  Cur- 

7  rency  shall  thereupon  cause  to  be  forwarded  to  each  national  bank 

8  located  in  each  district,  and  to  such  other  banks  declared  to  be  eli- 

9  gible  hj^  the  ominization  committee  which  may  apply  therefor,  an 

10  appUcation  blai^  in  form  to  be  approved  by  the  organization  com- 

11  mittee,  which  blank  shall  contain  a  resolution  to  be  adopted  by  the 

12  board  of  directors  of  each  bank  executing  such  apphcation,  author- 

13  ig^ng  a  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Federal  reserve  bank 

14  organizing  in  that  district  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 

15  Act. 

16  When  the  minimum  amount  of  capital  stock  prescribed  by  this 

17  Act  for  the  organization  of  any  Federal  reserve  bank  shall  have  been 

18  subscribed  and  allotted,  the  organization  committee  shall  designate 

19  any  five  banks  of  those  whose  appUcations  have  been  received,  to 

20  execute  a  certificate  of  organization,  and  thereupon  the  banks  so 

21  designated  shall,  under  their  seals,  make  an  o^anization  certificate 

22  which  shall  specifically  state  the  name  of  such  Federal  reserve  bank, 

23  the  territorial  extent  of  the  district  over  which  the  operations  of  such 

24  Federal  reserve  bank  are  to  be  carried  on,  the  city  and  State  in  which 

25  said  bank  is  to  be  located,  the  amount  of  capital  stock  and  the  num- 

26  ber  of  shares  into  which  the  same  is  dividea,  the  name  and  place  of 

27  doing  business  of  each  bank  executing  such  certificate,  and  of  all 

28  banks  which  have  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  such  Federal 

29  reserve  bank  and  the  ntimber  of  shares  subscribed  by  each,  and  the 

30  fact  that  the  certificate  is  made  to  enable  those  banks  executing 

31  same,  and  all  banks  which  have  subscribed  or  may  thereafter  sub- 

32  scribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  such  Federal  reserve  bank,  to  avail  them- 

33  selves  of  the  advantages  of  this  Act. 

34  The  said  organization  certificate  shall  be  acknowledged  before  a 

35  jud^e  of  some  court  of  record  or  notary  pubHc;  and  shall  be,  together 

36  with  the  acknowledgment  thereof,  authenticated  by  the  seal  of  such 

37  court,  or  notary,  transmitted  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency, 

38  who  shall  file,  record  and  carefully  preserve  the  same  in  his  office. 

39  Upon  the  filing  of  such  certificate  with  the  Comptroller  of  the 

40  Currency  as  aforesaid,  the  said  Federal  reserve  bank^  shall  become  a 

41  body  corporate  and  as  such,  and  in  the  name  designated  in  such 

42  organization  certificate,  shall  have  power — 

43  First.  To  adopt  and  use  a  corporate  seal. 

44  Second.  To  have  succession  lor  a  period  of  twenty  years  from  its 

45  organization  unless  it  is  sooner  dissolved  by  an  Act  of  Congress,  or 

46  uiuess  its  franchise  becomes  forfeited  by  some  violation  of  law. 

47  Third.  To  make  contracts. 

48  Fourth.  To  sue  and  be  sued,  complain  and  defend,  in  any  court  of 

49  law  or  equity.

53  miss  at  pleasure  such  officers  or  employees. 
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Sixtb.  To  prescribe  by  its  board  of  directors,  by-laws  not  inconsist-  1 
ent  with  law,  regulating  the  manner  in  which  its  general  business  2 
may  be  conducted,  and  the  privileges  granted  to  itoj  law  may  be  3 
exercised  and  enjoyed.  4 

Seventh.  To  exercise  by  its  board  of  directors,  or  duly  authorized  6 
officers  or  agents,  all  powers  specifically  granted  by  the  provisions  of  6 
this  Act  ana  such  incidental  powers  as  shall  be  necessarv  to  carry  on  7 
the  business  of  banking  within  the  limitations  prescribed  bv  this  Act.    8 

Eighth.  Upon  deposit  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  of  9 
any  Donds  of  the  United  States  in  the  maimer  provided  by  existing  10 
law  relating  to  national  banks,  to  receive  from  the  Comptroller  of  the  11 
Currency  circulating  notes  in  blank,  redstered  and  countersigned  as  12 

Srovided  by  law,  equal  in  amount  to  tne  par  value  of  the  bonds  so  13 
eposited,  such  notes  to  be  issued  under  the  same  conditions  and  pro-  14 
visions  of  law  as  relate  to  the  issue  of  circulating  notes  of  national  15 
banks  secured  by  bonds  of  the  United  States  bearing  the  circulating  16 
privilege,  except  that  the  issue  of  such  notes  shall  not  oe  hmited  to  the  17 
capitalstock  of  such  Federal  reserve  bank.  18 

jBut  no  Federal  reserve  bank  shall  transact  any  business  except  such  19 
as  is  incidental  and  necessarily  preliminary  to  its  organization  until  it  20 
has  been  authorized  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  to  commence  21 
business  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  22 

^  Every  Federal  reserve  bank  shall  be  conducted  under  the  super-  23 
vision  and  control  of  a  board  of  directors.  24 

The  board  of  directors  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  appertaining  25 
to  the  office  of  directors  of  banking  associations  and  all  such  duties  as  26 
are  prescribed  by  law.  27 

Said  board  shall  administer  the  affairs  of  said  bank  fairly  and  impar-  28 
tially  and  without  discrimination  in  favor  of  or  against  any  member  29 
bank  or  banks  and  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  law  and  the  orders  30 
of  the  Federal  Reserve  board,  extend  to  each  member  bank  such  dis-  31 
counts,  advancements  and  accommodations  as  may  be  safely  and  32 
reasonably  made  with  due  regard  for  the  claims  and  demands  of  33 
other  member  banks.  34 

Such  board  of  directors  shall  be  selected  as  hereinafter  specified  and  35 
shall  consist  of  nine  members,  holding  office  for  three  years,  and  36 
divided  into  three  classes,  designated  as  classes  A,  B,  and  C.  37 

Class  A  shall  consist  of  three  members,  who  snail  be  chosen  by  and  38 
be  representative  of  the  stock-holding  banks.  39 

daas  B  shall  consist  of  three  members,  who  at  the  time  of  their  40 
election  shall  be  actively  engaged  in  their  district  in  commerce,  agri-  41 
culture  or  some  other  industrial  pursuit.  42 

Class  C  shall  consist  of  three  members  who  shall  be  designated  by  43 
the  Federal  Reserve  Board.  When  the  necessary  subscriptions  to  the  44 
capital  stock  have  been  obtained  for  the  organization  of  any  Federal  45 
reserve  bank,  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  3iall  appoint  the  Class  C  46 
directors  and  shall  desimate  one  of  such  directors  as  chairman  of  the  47 
board  to  be  selected,  rending  the  desimation  of  such  chairman,  the  48 
organization  committee  shall  exercise  we  powers  and  duties  apper-  49 
taming  to  the  office  of  chairman  in  the  organization  of  such  Federal  50 
reserve  bank.  ^  51 

No  Senator  or  Representative  in  Congress  shall  be  a  member  of  the  52 
Federal  Reserve  Board  or  an  officer  or  a  director  of  a  Federal  reserve  53 
bank.  54 
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1  No  director  of  class  B  shall  be  an  officer,  director,  or  employee  of 

2  any  bank. 

3  No  director  of  class  C  shall  be  an  officer,  director,  employee,  or 

4  stockholder  of  any  bank. 

5  Directors  of  class  A  and  class  B  shall  be  chosen  in  the  following 

6  manner: 

7  The  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Federal  reserve  bank 

8  of  the  district  in  which  the  bank  is  situated  or,  pending  the  appoint- 

9  ment  of  such  chairman,  the  organization  committee  shall  classify  the 

10  member  banks  of  the  district  into  three  general  groups  or  divisions. 

11  Each  group  shall  contain  as  nearly  as  may  be  one-third  of  the  aggre- 

12  gate  number  of  the  member  banks  of  the  district  and  shall  consist,  as 

13  nearly  as  may  be,  of  banks  of  similar  capitalization.    The  groups  shall 

14  be  designated  by  number  by  the  chairman. 

15  At  a  regularly  called  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  of  each 

16  member  bank  in  the  district  it  shall  elect  by  ballot  a  district  reserve 

17  elector  and  shall  certify  his  name  to  the  cnairman  of  the  board  of 

18  directors  of  the  Federal  reserve  bank  of  the  district.    The  chairman 

19  shall  make  lists  of  the  district  reserve  electors  thus  named  by  banlbs 

20  in  each  of  the  aforesaid  three  groups  and  shall  transmit  one  list  to  each 

21  elector  in  each  group. 

22  Each  member  bank  shall  be  permitted  to  nominate  to  the  chair- 

23  man   one   candidate  for  director   of  class  A  and  one  candidate  for 

24  director  of  class  B.    The  candidates  so  nominated  shall  be  Usted  by 

25  the  chairman,  indicating  by  whom  nominated,  and  a  copy  of  said  list 

26  shall,  within  fifteen  days  after  its  completion,  be  fiunished  by  the 

27  chairman  to  each  elector. 

28  Every  elector  shall,  within  fifteen  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  said 

29  list,  certify  to  the  chairman  his  first,  second,  and  other  choices  of  a 

30  director  of  class  A  and  class  B,  respectively,  upon  a  preferential  bal- 

31  lot,  on  a  form  furnished  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  of 

32  the  Federal  reserve  bank  of  the  district.    Each  elector  shall  make  a 

33  cross  opposite  the  name  of  the  first,  second,  and  other  choices  for  a 

34  director  of  class  A  and  for  a  director  of  class  B,  but  shall  not  vote 

35  more  than  one  choice  for  any  one  candidate. 

36  Any  candidate  having  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  in  the  column 

37  of  first  choice  shall  be  declared  elected.     If  no  candidate  have  a 

38  majority  of  all  the  votes  in  the  first  column,  then  there  shall  be  added 

39  together  the  votes  cast  by  the  electors  for  such  candidates  in  the 

40  second  column  and  the  votes  cast  for  the  several  candidates  in  the  first 

41  column.    If  any  candidate  then  have  a  majority  of  the  electors  vot- 

42  ing,  by  adding  together  the  first  and  second  choices,  he  shall  be  de- 

43  clared  elected.    If  no  candidate  have  a  majority  of  electors  voting 

44  when  the  first  and  second  choices  shall  have  been  added,  then  the 

45  votes  cast  in  the  third  column  for  other  choices  shaU  be  added  to- 

46  gether  in  like  manner,  and  the  candidate  then  having  the  highest 

47  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected.    An  immediate  report  of 

48  election  shall  be  declared. 

49  Class  C  directors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Board. 

50  They  shall  have  been  for  at  least  two  years  residents  of  the  district 

51  for  which  they  are  appointed,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  by 

52  said  board  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Federal 

53  reserve  bank  and  as  '*  Federal  reserve  agent."     He  shall  be  a  person  of 

54  tested  banking  experience;  and  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  chairman 
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of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Federal  reserve  bank  he  shall  be  1 
reqiiired  to  maintam  under  regulations  to  be  estabVshed  by  the  2 
Federal  Reserve  Board  a  local  office  of  said  board  on  the  3 
premises  of  the  Federal  reserve  bank.  He  shall  make  regular  4 
reports  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Board,  and  shall  act  as  its  official  5 
representative  for  the  performance  of  the  functions  conferred  6 
upon  it  by  this  Act.  He  shall  receive  an  annual  compensation  7 
to  be  fixed  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  and  paid  montlUy  by  8 
the  Federal  reserve  bank  to  which  he  is  designated.  One  of  9 
the  dh^ctors  of  class  C,  who  shall  be  a  person  of  tested  banking  10 
experience,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  as  11 
deputy  chaifman  and  deputy  Federal  reserve  agent  to  exercise  the  12 
powers  of  the  chairman  of  the  board  and  Federal  reserve  agent  in  13 
case  of  absence  or  disabiUty  of  his  principal.  14 

Directors  of  Federal  reserve  banks  shall  receive,  in  addition  to  any  16 
compensation  otherwise  provided,  a  reasonable  allowance  for  nocos-  16 
sary  expenses  in  attending  meetings  of  their  respective  boards,  which  17 
amount  shall  be  paid  by  the  respective  Federal  reserve  banks.  Any  IS 
compensation  that  may  be  provided  by  boards  of  directors  of  Federal  19 
reserve  banks  for  directors,  officers  or  employees  shall  be  subject  to  20 
the  approval  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Board.  21 

The  Reserve  Bank  Organization  Committee  may,  in  organizing  22 
Federal  reserve  banks,  calf  such  meetings  of  bank  directors  in  the  sev-  23 
eral  districts  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  tliis  24 
Act,  and  may  exercise  the  fuinctions  herein  conferred  upon  the  chair-  25 
man  of  the  board  of  directors  of  each  Federal  reserve  bank  pending  26 
the  complete  organization  of  such  bank.  27 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  full  board  of  directors  of  each  Federal  28 
reserve  bank,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  of  classes  A,  B  and  29 
C,  respectively,  to  designate  one  of  the  members  of  each  class  whose  30 
term  of  office  shall  expire  in 
nearest  to  date  of  such  meeting, 
at  the  end  of  two  years  from  sa  , 

shall  expire  at  the  end  of  three  years  from  said  date.  Thereafter  34 
every  director  of  a  Federal  reserve  bank  chosen  as  hereinl>ef()re  pro-  35 
vided  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  three  years.  Vacancien  that  3($ 
may  occur  in  the  several  classes  of  directors  of  Federal  nmer*ve  bankn  37 
may  be  filled  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  original  selection  of  3H 
such  directors,  such  appomtees  to  hold  office  for  the  unexpired  iavinH  3U 
of  their  predecessors.  ^^^

6  of  the  paid-up  capital  stock  and  surplus  of  said  applicant  Dank,  pay- 

7  ing  theref4r  its  par  value  plus  one-half  of  one  per  centmn  a  month

9  Federal  reserve  bank  shall  have  been  increased  either  on  account  of

15  surrender  a  proportionate  amoimt  of  its  holdings  in  the  capital  of

17  liquidates   it     shall   surrender    all   of    its   holdings   of    the    capital

20  rendered  shall  be  canceled  and  the  member  bank  shall  receive  in 

21  payment  therefor,  under  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Federal 

22  Reserve  Board,  a  sum  equal  to  its  cash-paid  subscriptions  on  the 

23  shares  surrendered  and  one-half  of  one  per  centum  a  month  from  the 

24  period  of  the  last  dividend,  not  to  exceed  the  book  value  thereof,  less 

25  any  liability  of  such  member  bank  to  the  Federal  reserve  bank. 

26  Seo.  6.  li  any  member  bank  shall  be  declared  insolvent  and  a 

27  receiver  appointed  therefor,   the  stock  held  by  it  in  said  Federal 

28  reserve  bank  shall  be  canceled,  without  impairment  of  its  UabiUty, 

29  and  all  cash-paid  subscriptions  on  said  stock,  with  one-half  of  one  per 

30  centum  per  month  from  the  period  of  last*  dividend,  not  to  exceed 

31  the  book  value  thereof,  shall  be  first  applied  to  all  debts  of  the  insol- 

32  vent  member -bank  to  the  Federal  reserve  bank,  and  the  balance,  if 

33  any,  shall  be  paid  to  the  receiver  of  the  insolvent  bank.     Whenever 

34  the  capital  stock  of  a  Federal  reserve  bank  is  reduced,  either  on 

35  accoimt  of  a  reduction  in  capital  stock  of  any  member  bank  or  of  the 

36  liquidation  or  insolvency  of  such  bank,  the  board  of  directors  shall 

37  cause  to  be  executed  a  certificate  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency 

38  showing  such  reduction  of  capital  stock  and  the  amount  repaid  to

40  DIVISION   OF  EARNINGS. 

41  Sec.  7.  After  all  necessary  expenses  of   a  Federal  reserve  bank 

42  have  been  paid  or  provided  for,  tne  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to 

43  receive  an  annual  oividend  of  six  per  centum  on  the  paid-in  capital 

44  stock,    which    dividend    shall    be    cumulative.     After  the  aforesaid 

45  dividend  claims  have  been  fully  met,  all  the  net  earnings  shall  be 

46  paid  to  the  United  States  as  a  franchise  tax,  except  that  one-half  of 

47  such  net  earnings  shall  be  paid  into  a  surplus  fund  until  it  shall 

48  amount  to  forty  per  centum  of  the  paid-in  capital  stock  of  such 

49  bank. 

50  The  net  earnings  derived  by  the  United  States  from  Federal  reserve 

51  banks  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary,  be  used  to  supplement 

52  the  gold  reserve  held  against  outstanding  Umted  States  notes,  or  shfdl 

53  be  applied  to  the  reduction  of  the  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  of

the  United  States  under  regulations  to  be  perscribed  by  the  Secre-  1 
tary  of  tiie  Treasury.  Should  a  Federal  reserve  bank  he  dissolved  2 
or  go  into  liquidation^  any  surplus  remaining,  after  the  payment  of  all  3 
debts,  dividend  reqiurements  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  the  par  4 
value  of  the  stock,  shall  be  paid  to  and  become  the  property  of  the  6 
United  States  and  shall  be  similarly  appUed.  6 

Federal  reserve  banks,  including  the  capital  stock  and  surplus  7 
therein,  and  the  income  derived  therefrom  shall  be  exempt  from  8 
Federal,  State,  and  local  taxation,  except  taxes  upon  real  estate.  9 

Sbo.  8.  Section  fifty-one  hundred  and  fifty-four.  United  States  10 
Bevised  Statutes,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  11 

Any  bank  incorporated  by  special  law  of  any  State  or  of  the  12 
United  States  or  organized  under  the  general  laws  of  any  State  or  of  13 
the  United  States  and  having  an  imimpaired  capital  sufficient  to  14 
entitle  it  to  become  a  national  banking  association  imder  the  pro-  15 
visions  of  the  existing  laws  may,  by  me  vote  of  the  shareholders  16 
owning  not  less  than  fifty-one  per  centum  of  the  capital  stock  of  17 
such  Dank  or  banking  association,  with  the  approval  of  the  Comj>-  18 
troUer  of  the  Currency  be  converted  into  a  national  banking  associa-  19 
tion,  with  any  name  approved  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency:         20 

Provided,  however,  TkaX  said  conversion  shall  not  be  in  contravention  21 
of  the  State  law.  In  such  case  the  articles  of  association  and  organi-  22 
zation  certificate  may  be  executed  by  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  23 
the  bank  or  banking  institution,  and  the  certificate  shsJl  declare  that  24 
the  owners  of  fifty-one  per  centum  of  the  capital  stock  have  author-  25 
ized  the  directors  to  make  such  certificate  and  to  chimge  or  convert  26 
the  bank  or  banking  institution  into  a  national  association.  A  ma-  27 
jority  of  the  directors^  after  executing  the  articles  of  association  and  28 
the  oi^anization  certificate,  shall  have  power  to  execute  all  other  29 
papers  and  to  do  whatever  ma^  be  required  to  make  its  oi^anization  30 
perfect  and  complete  as  a  national  association.  The  shares  of  any  31 
such  bank  may  continue  to  be  for  the  same  amount  each  as  they  32 
were  before  the  conversion,  and  the  directors  mav  continue  to  be  33 
directors  of  the  association  until  others  are  elected  or  appointed  in  34 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  of  the  Umted  States.  35 
When  the  Comptroller  has  given  to  such  bank  or  banking  association  36 
a  certificate  that  the  provisions  of  this  Act  have  been  comphed  with,  37 
such  bank  or  banking  association,  and  all  its  stockholders,  officers,  38 
and  employees,  shall  nave  the  same  powers  and  privileges,  and  shall  39 
be  subject  to  the  same  duties,  UabiCties,  and  regcdations,  in  all  re-  40 
spects,  as  shall  have  been  prescribed  hj  the  Federal  Reserve  Act  and  41 
by  the  national  banking  Act  for  associations  origiuaUy  organized  as  42 
national  banking  associations.  43 

STATE  BANKS  AS   MEMBEBS.  44 

Sbo.  9.  Any  bank  incorporated  by  special  law  of  any  State,  or  45 
oiganized  under  the  general  laws  of  any  State  or  oi  the  United  46 
States^  may  make  appUcation  to  the  reserve  bank  organization  47 
comnuttee,  pending  oi^anization.  and  thereafter  to  the  Federal  48 
Reserve  Board  for  the  right  to  suDscribe  to  the  stock  of  the  Federal  49 
reserve  bank  organized  or  to  be  organized  within  the  Federal  reserve  50 
district  where  the  appUcant  is  located.  The  organization  committee  51 
or  the  Federal  Reserve  Board,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  52 
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1  it  may  prescribe,^  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,   may 

2  permit  the  applying  bank  to  become  a  stockholder  in  the  FederiJ 

3  reserve  bank  of  the  district  in  which  the  applying  bank  is  located. 

4  Whenever  the  organization  conmiittee  or  the  Federal  Reserve  Board 

5  shall  permit  the  applying  bank  to  become  a  stockholder  in  the  Federal 

6  r^erve  bank  of  the  district^  stock  shall  be  i^ued  and  paid  for  imder 

7  the  rules  and  regulations  m  this  Act  provided  for  national  banks 

8  which  become  stockholders  in  Federal  reserve  banks. 

9  The  organization  committee  or  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  shall 

10  establish  oy-laws  for  the  general  government  of  its  conduct  in  acting 

11  upon  applications  made  by  the  State  banks  and  banking  associations 

12  and  trust  companies  for  stock  ownership  in  Federal  reserve  banks. 

13  Such   by-laws   shall   require    applying   banks   not   organized   under 

14  Federal  law  to  comply  with  the  reserve  and  capital  requirements 

15  and  to  submit  to  the  examination  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the 

16  organization  conmiittee  or  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Board.    No  ap- 

17  plying  bank  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  in  a  Federal  reserve 

18  bank  unless  it  possesses  a  paid-up  unimpaired  capital  sufficient  to 

19  entitle  it  to  become  a  national  banking  association  in  the  place  where 

20  it  is  situated,  under  the  provisions  of  the  national  banking  Act. 

21  Any  bank  becoming  a  member  of  a  Federal  reserve  bank  under  the 

22  provisoins  of  this  section  shall,  in  addition  to  the  regulations  and 

23  restrictions  hereinbefore  provided,   be  required   to  conform   to   the 

24  provisions  of  law  imposed   on   the   national   banks   respecting   the 

25  limitation  of  liability  which  may  be  incurred  by  any  person,  finn,  or 

26  corporation  to  such  banks,  the  prohibition  against  making  purchase 

27  of  or  loans  on  stock  of  sucn  banl^,  and  the  withdrawal  or  impairment 

28  of  capital,  or  the  payment  of  unearned  dividends,  and  to  such  rules 

29  and  regulations  as  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  may,  in  pursuance 

30  thereof,  prescribe. 

31  Such  banks,  and  the  officers,  agents,  and  employees  thereof,  shall 

32  also  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  and  to  the  penalties  prescribed 

33  by  sections  fifty-one  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  fifty-two  hundred. 

34  fifty-two  hundred   and  one,   and  fifty-two  hundred  and  eight,   ana 

35  fifty-two  hundred  and  nine  of  the  feevised  Statutes.    The  member 

36  banks  shall  also  be  required  to  make  reports  of  the  conditions  and 

37  of  the  payments  of  dividends  to  the  comptroller,   as  provided  in 

38  sections  fifty-two  hundred  and  eleven  and  fifty-two  hundred  and 

39  twelve  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties 

40  prescribed  by  section  fifty-two  hundred  and  thirteen  for  the  failure 

41  to  make  such  report. 

42  If  at  any  time  it  shall  appear  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  that  a 

43  member  bank  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section 

44  or  the  regulations  of  the  Federal  Keserve  Board,  it  shall  be  within  the 

45  power  of  the  said  board,  after  hearing,  to  require  such  bank  to  sur- 

46  render  its  stock  in  the  Federal  reserve  bank;  upon  such  surrender  the 

47  Federal  reserve  bank  shall  pay  the  cash-paid  subscriptions  to  the  said 

48  stock  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  one-half  of  one  per  centum  per 

49  month,  computed  from  the  last  dividend,  if  earned,  not  to  exceed 

50  the  book  value  thereof,  less  any  UabiUty  to  said  Federal  reserve  bank, 

51  except  the  subscription  liabiUty  not  previously  called,  which  shall  be 

52  canceled,  and  said  Federal  reserve  bank  shall,  upon  notice  from  the 

53  Federal  Reserve  Board,  be  reauired  to  suspend  said  bank  from  further 
64  privileges  of  membership,  ana  shall  within  thirty  days  of  such  notice 
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cancel  and  retire  its  stock  and  make  payment  therefor  in  the  manner  1 

herein  provided.    The  Federal  Reserve  Board  may  restore  member-  2 

ship  upon  due  proof  of  compUance  with  the  conditions  imposed  by  3 

this  section.  4 

FEDERAL  RESERVE  BOARD.  5 

Sec.  10.  a  Federal  Reserve  Board  is  hereby  created  which  shall  6 
consist  of  seven  members,  including  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  7 
and  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  who  shall  be  members  ex  8 
officio,  and  five  members  appointed  bv  the  President  of  the  United  9 
States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.  In  10 
selecting  the  five  appointive  members  of  the  Federal  Reserve  11 
Board,  not  more  than  one  of  whom  shall  be  selected  from  any  12 
one  Federal  reserve  district,  the  President  shall  have  due  regard  to  13 
a  fair  representation  of  the  different  commercial,  industrial  and  14 
geographical  divisions  of  the  country.  The  five  members  of  the  15 
FeoerfiS  Reserve  Board  appointed  by  the  President  and  confirmed  16 
as  aforesaid  shall  devote  their  entire  time  to  the  business  of  the  17 
Federal  Reserve  Board  and  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  18 
$12,000,  payable  monthly  together  with  actual  necessary  traveling  19 
expenses,  and  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  as  ex  o%^io  member  20 
of  the  Federal  Reserve  Board,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  salary  now  21 
paid  him  as  Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  receive  the  simi  of  $7,000  22 
annually  for  his  services  as  a  member  of  said  Board.  23 

The  members  of  said  board,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  the  24 
Assistant  Secretaries  of  the  Treasury,  and  the  Comptroller  of  the  Cur-  25 
rency  shall  be  ineligible  during  the  time  they  are  in  office  and  for  two  26 
years  thereafter  to  hold  any  office,  position,  or  employment  in  any  27 
member  bank.  Of  the  five  members  thus  appointed  by  the  President  28 
at  least  two  shall  be  persons  experienced  in  banking  or  finance.  One  29 
shall  be  designated  by  the  President  to  serve  for  two,  one  for  four,  one  30 
for  six,  one  for  eignt,  and  one  for  ten  years,  and  thereafter  each  31 
member  so  appointed  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  ten  years  unless  32 
sooner  removed  for  cause  by  the  President.  Of  the  five  persons  thus  33 
appointed,  one  shall  bo  desimated  by  the  President  as  gcfvemor  and  34 
one  as  vice  governor  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Board.  The  governor  of  35 
the  Federal  Reserve  Board,  subject  to  its  supervision,  shall  be  the,  36 
active  executive  officer.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  assign  37 
offices  in  the  Department  of  the  Treasury  for  the  use  of  the  Federal  38 
Reserve  Board.  Each  member  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  shall  39 
within  fifteen  days  after  notice  of  appointment  make  and  subscribe  40 
to  the  oath  of  office.  41 

The  Federal  Reserve  Board  shall  have  power  to  levy  semiannuallv  42 
upon  the  Federal  reserve  banks^  in  proportion  to  then*  capital  stock  43 
and  surplus,  an  assessment  sufficient  to  pay  its  estimated  expenses  and  44 
the  salaries  of  its  members  and  employees  for  the  half  year  succeed-  45 
mg  the  levying  of  such  assessment,  together  with  any  deficit  carried  46 
forward  fromrtie  preceding  half  vear.  47 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  shall  be  held  in  48 
Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  passage  49 
of  .this  Act,  at  a  date  to  be  fixed  by  the  Reserve  Bank  Organization  50 
Committee.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  be  ex  oflfcio  chair-  51 
man  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Board.  No  member  of  the  Federal  52 
Reserve  Board  shall  be  an  officer  or  director  of  any  bank,  banking  53 
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1  institution,  trust  company,  or  Federal  reserve  bank  nor  hold  stock 

2  in  any  bank,  banking   institution,  or  trust  company;    and .  before 

3  entering  upon  his  duties  as  a  member  of  the  Federal  Keserve  Board 

4  he  shaS  certify  under  oath  to  the  Secretaiy  of  the  Treasury  that  he 
6  has   complied   with   this   requirement.    Wnenever  a  vacancy  ^£J1 

6  occur,  other  than  by  expiration  of  term,  among  the  five  members  of 

7  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  appointed  by  the  President,  as  above 

8  provided,  a  successor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  with  the 

9  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  fill  such  vacancy,  and  when 

0  appointed  he  shall  hold  office  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  member 

1  whose  place  he  is  selected  to  fill. 

2  The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  hap- 

3  pen  on  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  by 

4  granting  commissions  which  shall  expire  thirty  days  after  the  next 

5  session  of  the  Senate  convenes. 

6  Nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  be  construed  as  taking  away 

7  any  powers  heretofore  vested  by  law  in  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 

8  wmch  relate  to  the  supervision,  management,   and  control  of  tiie 

9  Treasury  Department  and  bureaus  under  such  department,  and  wher- 

20  ever  any  power  vested  by  this  Act  in  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  or 

21  the  Federal  reserve  agent  appears  to  conflict  with  the  powers  of  the 

22  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  such  powers  shall  be  exercised  subject 

23  to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Secretary. 

24  The  Federal  Reserve  Board  shall  annually  make  a  full  report  of 

25  its  operations  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  who 

26  shall  cause  the  same  to  oe  printed  for  the  information  of  the  Confess. 

27  Section  three  hundred  and  twenty-four  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 

28  the  United  States  shall  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  There 

29  shall  be  in  the  Department  of  the  Treasury  a  bureau  charj^ed  with 

30  the  execution  of  all  laws  passed  by  Congress  relating  to  the  issue  and 

31  regulation  of  national  currency  secured  oy  United  States  bonds  and, 

32  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Board,  of  all 

33  Federal  reserve  notes,  the  chief  officer  of  which  bureau  shall  be  called 

34  the  Comptroller  of  tne  Currency  and  shall  perform  his  duties  under 

35  the  general  directions  of  the  Secretary  of  the  iVeasury. 

36  Sec.  11.  The  Federal  Reserve  Board  shall  be  authorized  and  em- 

37  powered: 

38  (a)  To  examine  at  its  discretion  the  accoimts,  books  and  affairs 

39  of  each  Federal  reserve  bank  and  of  each  member  bank  and  to  require 

40  such  statements  and  reports  as  it  may  deem  necessary.    The  said 

41  board  shidl  publish  once  each  week  a  statement  showing  the  condi- 

42  tion  of  each  Federal  reserve  bank  and  a  consoUdated  statement  for  all 

43  Federal  reserve  banks.     Such  statements  shall  show  in  detail  the 

44  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  Federal  reserve  banks,  single  and  com- 

45  bined,  and  shall  furnish  full  information  regarding  the  character  of  the 

46  money  hcdd  as  reserve  and  the  amount,  nature  and  maturities  of  the 

47  paper   and   other  investments   owned   or  held   by  Federal  reserve 

48  banks. 

49  (b)  To  permit,  or,  on  the  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  five  members 

50  of  the  Reserve  Board  to  require  Federal  reserve  banks  to  rediscount 

51  the  discounted  paper  of  other  Federal  reserve  banks  at  rates  of  in- 

62  terest  to  be  fixed  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Board. 

63  (c)  To  suspend  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  and  from 

64  time  to  time  to  renew  such  suspension  for  periods  not  exceeding 
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fifteen  dim.  any  reserve  requirement  specified  in  this  Act:  Provided,  1 
That  it  waU  establish  a  graduated  tax  upon  the  amounts  by  which  2 
the  reserve  requirements  of  this  Act  majr  be  permitted  to  fall  below  3 
the  level  heremafter  specified:  And  provided  further,  That  when  the  4 
gold  reserve  held  against  Federal  reserve  notes  falls  below  forty  per  5 
centum,  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  shall  establish  a  graduated  tax  of  6 
not  more  than  one  per  centum  per  annum  upon  such  deficiency  until  7 
die  reserves  fall  to  ihirt;^-two  and  one-half  per  centum,  ana  when  8 
said  reserve  falls  below  thirty-two  and  one-half  per  centum,  a  tax  at  9 
the  rate  increasingly  of  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  per  centum  10 
per  annum  upon  eacn  two  and  one-half  per  centum  or  fraction  thereof  11 
that  such  reserve  falls  below  thirty-two  and  one-half  per  centum.  12 
The  tax  shall  be  paid  by  the  reserve  bank,  but  the  reserve  bank  shall  13 
add  an  amount  equal  to  said  tax  to  the  rates  of  interest  and  discount  14 
fixed  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Board.  15 

(d)  To  supervise  and  r^ralate  through  the  bureau  under  the  charge  16 
of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Cuirency  the  issue  and  retirement  of  Federal  17 
reserve  notes,  and  to  prescribe  rules  and  relations  under  which  such  18 
notes  may  be  delivered  by  the  Comptroller  to  the  Federal  reserve  19 
agents  applying  tJberefor.  20 

(e)  To  add  to  the  number  of  cities  classified  as  reserve  and  central  21 
reserve  cities  under  existing  law  in  which  national  banking  associa-  22 
tions  are  subject  to  the  reserve  requirements  set  forth  in  section  23 
twenty*  of  tms  Act;  or  to  reclassify  existing  reserve  and  central  24 
reserve  cities  or  to  terminate  their  designation  as  such.  25 

(f)  To  suspend  or  remove  any  officer  or  director  of  any  Federal  26 
reserve  .bank^  the  cause  of  such  removal  to  be  forthwith  communi-  27 
cated  in  writing  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  to  the  removed  officer  28 
or  director  and  to  said  bank.  29 

(g)  To  require  the  writing  off  of  doubtful  or  worthless  assets  upon  30 
the  books  and  balance  sheets  of  Federal  reserve  banlra.  31 

(h)  To  suspend,  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  32 
Act,  the  operations  of  any  Federal  reserve  bank,  to  take  possession  33 
thereof,  administer  the  same  during  the  period  of  suspension,  and,  34 
when  deemed  advisable,  to  liquidate  or  reorganize  such  bank.  35 

(i)  To  require  bonds  of  Federal  reserve  a^ente.  to  make  regulations  36 
for  the  safeguarding  of  all  collateral,  bonds.  Federal  reserve  notes,  37 
money  or  property  of  any  kind  deposited  in  the  hands  of  such  38 
agents,  and  said  board  shall  perform  tne  duties,  functions,  or  services  39 
specified  in  this  Act,  and  make  all  rules  and  regulations  necessary  to  40 
enable  said  board  effectively  to  perform  the  same.  41 

a)  To  exercise  general  supervision  over  said  Federal  reserve  banks.  42 
:)  To  ^ant  by  special  permit  to  national  banks  applying  therefor,  43 
when  not  m  contravention  of  State  or  local  law,  the  right  to  act  as  44 
trustee,  executor,  administrator,  or  registrar  of  stocks  and  bonds  45 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  said  board  may  prescribe.  46 
0)  To  employ  such  attorneys,  experts,  assistants,  cleric,  or  other  47 
employees  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of  48 
the  board.  All  salaries  and  fees  shall  be  fixed  in  advance  by  said  49 
board  and  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  the  salaries  of  tlie  50 
members  of  said  board.  All  such  attorneys,  experts,  assistants,  51 
clerks,  and  other  employees  shall  be  appointed  without  regard  to  the  52 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  January  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  53 
eighty-three  (volume  twenty-two.  United  States  Statutes  at  Laige,  54 
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1  page  four  hundred  and  three),  and  amendments  thereto,  or  any  rule 

2  or  regulation  made  in  pursuance  thereof:  Provided^  That  nothing 

3  herdn  shall  prevent  the  President  from  placing  said  employees  in  the 

4  classified  service. 

5  FEDERAL  ADVISORY  COUNCIL. 

6  Sec.   12.    There  is  hereby  created   a  Federal  Advisoiy  Council, 

7  which  shall  consist  of  as  many  members  as  there  are  Federal  reserve 

8  districts.      Each  Federal  reserve  bank  by  its  board  of  directors  shall 

9  annually  select  from  its  own  Federal  reserve  district  one  meniber  of 

10  said  council,  who  shall  receive  such  compensation  and  allowances  as 

1 1  mav  be  fixed  by  his  board  of  directors  su  oject  to  the  approval  of  the 

12  Federal  Reserve  Board.     The  meetings  of  said  advisory  council  shall 

13  be  held  at  Washington,  District  of  Cmumbia,  at  least  four  times  each 

14  year,   and  oftener  if  called  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Board.     The 

15  council  may  in  addition  to  the  meetings  above  provided  for  hold  such 

16  other  meetings  in  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  or  dsewhere,  as 

17  it  may  deem  necessary,  may  select  its  own  officers  and  adopt  its  own 

18  meUiods  of  procedure,  and  a  majority  of  its  members  shall  constitute 

19  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.    Vacancies  in  the  council 

20  shall  be  filled  by  the  respective  reserve  banks,  and  members  selected 

21  to  fill  vacancies,  shall  serve  for  the  unexpired  term. 

22  The  Federal  Advisory  Council  shall  have  power,  by  itself  or  through 

23  its  officers,  (1)  to  confer  directly  with  the  Federal  Keserve  Board  on 

24  general  business  conditions^  (2)  to  make  oral  or  written  representa- 

25  tions  concerning  matters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  said  board;  (3)  to 

26  call  for  information  and  to  make  reconunendations  in  regard  to 

27  discount  rates^  rediscoimt  business,  note  issues^  reserve  conditions  in 

28  the  various  districts,  the  purchase  and  sale  of  gold  or  securities  by 

29  reserve  banks,  open-market  operations  by  said  banks,  and  the  general 

30  affairs  of  the  reserve  banking  system. 

31  POWERS  OF  FEDERAL  RESERVE   BANES. 

32  Sec.  13.  Any  Federal  reserve  bank  may  receive  from  any  of  its 

33  member  banks,  and  from  the  United  States,  deposits  of  current  funds 

34  in  lawful   money,   national-bank  notes,   Federal  reserve  notes,   or 

35  checks  and  drafts  upon  solvent  member  banks,  payable  upon  presen- 

36  tation;  or,  solely  for  exchange  purposes,  may  receive  from  other 

37  Federal  reserve  banks  deposits  of  current  funds  in  lawful  money, 

38  national-bank  notes,  or  checks  and  drafts  upon  solvent  member  or 

39  otJier  Federal  reserve  banks,  payable  upon  presentation. 

40  Upon  the  indorsement  of  any  of  its  member  banks,  with  a  waiver  of 

41  demand,  notice  and  protest  by  such  bank,  any  Federal  reserve  bank 

42  may  discount  notes,  drafts,  and  bills  of  exchange  arisinj?  out  of  actual 

43  commercial  transactions;  that  is,  notes,  drafts,  and  bins  of  exchange 

44  issued  or  drawn  for  ajgricultural,  industrial,  or  commercial  purposes, 

45  or  the  proceeds  of  which  have  been  used,  or  are  to  be  used,  for  such 

46  purposes,  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  to  have  the  right  to  determine 

47  or  aefine  the  character  of  the  paper  thus  eligible  for  discount,  within 

48  the  meaning  of  this  Act.    Nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  be 

49  construed  to  prohibit  such  notes,  drafts,  and  bills  of  exchange,  secured 

50  by  staple  agncultural  products^  or  other  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise 
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from  being  eligible  for  such  discount;  but  such  definition  shall  not  1 
include  notes,  drafts,  or  bills  covering  merely  investments  or  issued  2 
or  drawn  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  or  trading  in  stocks,  bonds,  or  3 
other  investment  securities,  except  bonds  and  notes  of  the  Govern-  4 
ment  of  the  United  States.  Notes,  drafts,  and  bills  admitted  to  dis-  6 
count  under  the  terms  of  this  paragraph  must  have  a  maturity  at  6 
the  time  of  discount  of  not  more  tnan  ninety  days:  Provided,  That  7 
notes,  drafts,  and  bills  drawn  or  issued  for  agricultural  purposes  or  8 
based  on  live  stock  and  having  a  maturity  not  exceediog  six  months  9 
may  be  discounted  in  an  amount  to  be  limited  to  a  percentage  of  the  10 
capital  of  the  Federal  reserve  bank,  to  be  ascertained  and  fixra  by  the  1 1 
Federal  Reserve  Board.  12 

Any  Federal  reserve  bank  may  discount  acceptances  which  are  13 
based  on  the  importation  or  exportation  of  soods  and  which  have  14 
a  maturity  at  time  of  discoimt  of  not  more  than  three  months,  and  15 
indorsed  by  at  least  one  member  bank.  The  amount  of  acceptances  16 
so  discounted  diall  at  no  time  exceed  one-half  the  paid-up'capital  stock  17 
and  surplus  of  the  bank  for  which  the  rediscounts  are  made.^  18 

The  aggregate  of  such  notes  and  bills  bearing  the  signature  or  in-  19 
dorsement  of  any  one  person,  company,  firm,  or  corporation  redis-  20 
counted  for  any  one  bank  shall  at  no  time  exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the  21 
unimpaired  capital  and  surplus  of  said  bank;  but  this  restriction  shall  22 
not  apply  to  the  discount  of  bills  of  exchange  drawn  in  good  faith  23 
against  actually  existing  values.  24 

Anv  member  bank  may  accept  drafts  or  bills  of  exchan^  drawn  upon  25 
it  and  growing  out  of  transactions  involving  the  importation  or  expota-  26 
tion  of  goods  &vin^  not  more  than  six  months  sight  to  run ;  but  no  Dank  27 
shall  accept  such  bills  to  an  amoimt  eqnal  at  any  time  in  the  aggregate  28 
to  more  tnan  one-half  its  paid-up 'capital  stock  and  surplus.'  29 

Section  fifty-two  hundred  ana  two  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  30 
United  States  is  herebv  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  No  national  31 
banking  association  shall  at  any  time  be  indebted,  or  in  any  way  32 
liable,  to  an  amoimt  exceeding  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock  at  such  33 
time  actually  paid  in  and  remaining  undiminished  by  losses  or  other-  34 
wise,  except  on  account  of  demands  of  the  nature  following:  35 

First.  Notes  of  circulation.  36 

Second.  Moneys  deposited  with  or  collected  by  the  association.        37 

Third.  Bills  of  exchange  or  drafts  drawn  against  money  actually  38 
on  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  association,  or  due  thereto.  39 

Fourth.  Liabilities  to  the  stockholders  of  the  assodation  for  40 
dividends  and  reserve  profits.  ^  41 

Fifth.  Liabilities  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  the  Federal  42 
Reserve  Act.  43 

The  rediBCount  by  any  Federal  reserve  bank  of  any  bills  receivable  44 
and  of  domestic  and  foreign  bills  of  exchange,  and  of  acceptances  45 
authorized  by  this  Act,  shall  be  subject  to  sucn  restrictions,  Umita-  46 
tions,  and  regulations  as  may  be  imposed  by  the  Federal  Reserve  47 
Board.  48

13  United  States,  and  bills,  notes,  revenue  bonds^  and  warrants  with  a 

14  maturity  from  date  of  purchase  of  not  exceeding  six  months,  issued 

15  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes  or  in  anticipation  of  the 

16  receipt  of  assured  revenues  by  any  State,  counter,  district,  political 

17  subdivision,  or  municipality  in  the  continental  United  States,  includ- 

18  ing  irrigation,  drainage  and  reclamation  districts,  such  purchases  to 

19  be  made  in  accordance  with  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the 

20  Federal  Reserve  Board; 

21  (c)  To  purchase  from  member  banks  and  to  sell,  with  or  without  its 

22  indorsement,  bills  of  exchange  arising  out  of  commercial  transactions, 

23  as  hereinbefore  defined ; 

24  (d)  To  establish  from  time  to  time,  subject  to  review  and  determi-

36  than  ninety  dajns  to  run  and  which  bear  the  signature  ci  two  or  more 

37  responsible  parties. 

38  GOVKBNMENT  DEPOSriS. 

39  Seg.  15.  The   moneys  held   in   the  general  fimd  of   the  Treasury, 

40  except  the  five  per  centum  fund  for  uie  redemption  of  outstanding 

41  national-bank  notes  and  the  funds  provided  in  this  Act  for  tiiie  redemp- 

42  tion  of  Federal  reserve  notes  may,  upon  the  direction  of  the  Secretary 

43  of  the  Treasury,  be  deposited  in  Federal  reserve  banks,  which  banks, 

44  when  required  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  shall  act  as  fiscal 

45  agents  of  the  Umted  States ;  and  the  revenues  of  the  Grovemment  or 

46  any  part  thereof  may  be  deposited  in  such  banks,  and  disbursements 

47  may  be  made  by  checks  drawn  against  such  deposits. 

48  No  public  funds  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  or  of  the  postal  savings. 

49  or  any  Government  funds,  shall  oe  deposited  in  the  contmental  Unitoa 

50  States  in  any  bank  not  belonging  to  the  system  established  by  this  Act: 

51  Provided^  liowever,  That  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  deny 

52  the  ng)xt  of  the  Secretary  of  the  T^reasury  to  use  member  buxks  as 

53  depositories.

Such  application  shall  14 
be  accompamed  with  a  tender  to  the  local  Federal  reserve  agent  of  15 
collateral  m  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  Federal  reserve  notes  thus  16 
appUed  for  and  issued  pursuant  to  such  appUcation.  The  coUateral  17 
security  thus  offered  shall  be  notes  and  bills,  accepted  for  rediscount  18 
under  the  provisions  of  section  thirteen  of  this  Act,  and  the  Federal  19 
reserve  a^ent  shall  each  day  notify  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  of  all  20 
issues  and  withdrawals  of  Federal  reserve  notes  to  and  by  the  Federal  21 
reserve  bank  to  which  he  is  accredited.

23  may  be  issued  imder  section  eighteen  of  this  Act  upon  security  of 

24  Umted  States  two  per  centum  wvemment  bonds,  become  a  first  and 

25  paramount  Uen  on  all  the  assets  of  such  bank. 

26  Any  Federal  reserve  bank  may  at  any  time  reduce  its  Uability  for 

27  outstanding  Federal  reserve  notes  by  depositing,  with  the  Federal 

28  reserve  agent,  its  Federal  reserve  notes,  gold,  gold  certificates,  or 

29  lawful  money  of  the  United  States.    Federal  reserve  notes  so  depos- 

30  ited  shall  not  be  reissued,  except  upon  compliance  with  the  conditions 

31  of  an  original  issue. 

32  The  Federal  reserve  agent  shall  hold  such  gold,  gold  certificates,  or 

33  lawful  money  available  exclusively  for  exchange  for  the  outstanding 

34  Federal  reserve  notes  when  offered  by  the  reserve  bank  of  which  he  is 

35  a  director.    Upon  the  reauest  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  the 

36  Federal  Reserve  Board  snail  require  the  Feaeral  reserve  agent  to 

37  transmit  so  much  of  said  gold  to  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  as 

38  may  be  required  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  the  redemption  of  such 

39  notes. 

40  Any  Federal  reserve  bank  may  at  its  discretion  withdraw  collateral 

41  deposited  with  the  local  Federal  reserve  agent  for  the  protection  of 

42  its  Federal  reserve  notes  deposited  with  it  and  shall  at  tne  same  time 

43  substitute  therefor  other  hke  collateral  of  equal  amount  with  the 

44  approval  of  the  Federal  reserve  agent  under  regulations  to  be  pre- 

45  scribed  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Board. 

46  In  order  to  furnish  suitable  notes  for  circulation  as  Federal  reserve 

47  notes,  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  shall,  under  the  direction  of 

48  the  Secretary  oi  the  Treasury,  cause  plates  and  dies  to  be  engraved 

49  in  the  best  manner  to  guard   against  counterfeits   and  fraudulent 

50  alterations,   and  shall  have  printed  therefrom  and  numbered  such 

51  quantities   of   such   notes   of^  the   denominations   of   $5,    (10,    S20, 

52  $50,  $100,  as  may  be  required  to  supply  the  Federal  reserve  banks. 

53  Sucn  notes  shall  be  in  form  and  tenor  as  directed  by  the  Secretary  of 

54  the  Treasury  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  shall  bear  the 
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distinctiYe  nnmbero  of  the  several  Federal  reserve  banks  through  1 
which  they  are  issued.  2 

When  such  notes  have  been  prepared,  they  shall  be  deposited  in  3 
the  Treasury,  or  in  the  subtreasury  or  mint  of  the  United  States  4 
nearest  the  place  of  business  of  each  Federal  reserve  bank  and  shall  5 
be  held  for  the  use  of  such  bank  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Comp-  6 
troUer  of  the  Currency  for  their  delivery,  as  provided  by  this  Act.        7 

The  plates  and  dies  to  be  procured  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Cur-  8 
rency  for  the  printing  of  such  circulating  notes  shall  remain  under  9 
his  control  and  direction,  and  the  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  10 
executing  the  laws  relating  to  the  procuring  of  such  notes,  and  all  11 
other  expenses  incidental  to  their  issue  and  retirement,  shall  be  paid  12 
by  the  Federal  reserve  banks,  and  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  shall  13 
include  in  its  estimate  of  expenses  levied  against  the  Federal  reserve  14 
banks  a  sufficient  amount  to  cover  the  expenses  herein  provided  for.  15 

The  examination  of  plates,  dies,  bed  pieces,  and  so  forth,  and  16 
r^idations  relating  to  such  examination  of  plates,  dies,  and  so  forth.  17 
of  national-bank  notes  provided  for  in  section  fifty-one  hundred  ana  18 
seventy-four  Revised  Statutes,  is  hereby  extended  to  include  notes  19 
herein  provided  for.  *  20 

Any  appropriation  heretofore  made  out  of  the  general  funds  of  21 
the  Treasury  for  engraving  plates  and  dies,  the  purchase  of  distinc-  22 
tive  paper^  or  to  cover  any  other  expense  in  connection  with  the  23 
printm^  oi  national-bank  notes  or  notes  provided  for  by  the  Act  of  24 
May  thirtieth,  nineteen  himdred  and  eight,  and  any  distmctive  paper  25 
that  may  be  on  haiid  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Act  may  be  26 
used  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  27 
and  should  the  appropriations  heretofore  made  oe  insufficient  to  28 
meet  the  requiremente  of  this  Act  in  addition  to  circulating  notes  29 
provided  for  by  existing  law,  the  Secretary  is  hereby  authorized  to  30 
use  so  much  oi  any  funds  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  31 
for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  the  notes  aforesaid:  Provided,  however,  32 
That  nothing  in  tMs  section  contained  shall  be  construed  as  exempt-  33 
ing  national  banks  or  Federal  reserve  banks  from  their  liability  to  34 
remiburse  the  United  States  for  any  expenses  incurred  in  printing  35 
and  issuing  circulating  notes.  36 

Every  Federal  reserve  bank  shall  receive  on  deposit  at  par  from  37 
member  banks  or  from  Federal  reserve  banks  checks  and  drans  drawn  38 
upon  any  of  its  depositors,  and  when  remitted  by  a  Federal  reserve  39 
bank,  checks  and  drafts  drawn  by  any  depositor  in  any  other  Federal  40 
reserve  bank  or  member  bank  upon  funds  to  the  credit  of  said  deposi-  41 
tor  in  said  reserve  bank  or  inember  bank.  Nothing  herein  contained  42 
shall  be  construed  as  prohibitinjg  a  member  bank  from  charging  its  43 
actual  expense  incurred  in  colfecti^  and  remitting^  fxmds,  or  for  44 
exchange  sold  to  its  patrons.  The  Federal  Reserve  Board  shall,  by  45 
rule,  fix  the  charges  to  be  collected  by  the  member  banks  from  its  46 
patrons  whose  checks  are  cleared  through  the  Federal  reserve  bank  47 
and  the  charge  which  niay  be  imposed  For  the  service  of  clearing  or  48 
collection  rendered  by  the  Federal  reserve  bank.  49 

The  Federal  Reserve  Board  shall  make  and  promulgate  from  time  50 
to  time  regulations  governing  the  transfer  of  funds  and  charges  61 
therefor  among  Federal  reserve  banks  and  their  branches,  and  may  62 
at  its  discretion  exercise  the  functions  of  a  clearing  house  for  such  53 
Federal  reserve  banks,  or  may  designate  a  Federal  reserve  bank  to  54 
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1  exercise  such  functions,   and  may  also  re(][iiire  each  such  bank  to 

2  exercise  the  fimctions  of  a  clearing  house  for  its  member  banks.

16  file  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  an  apphcation  to  sell  for 

17  its  account^  at  par  and  accrued  interest,  United  otates  bonds  secur-

23  cations  have  been  filed  with  the  Treasurer  at  least  ten  days  before

25  may  direct  the  purchase  to  be  made:  Provided,  That  Federal  reserve 

26  banks  shall  not  be  permitted  to  purchase  an  amount  to  exceed 

27  $25,000,000  of  such  bonds  in  any  one  year,  and  which  amount  shall 

28  include  bonds  acquired  under  section  four  of  this  Act  by  the  Federal 

29  reserve  bank. 

30  Provided  further,  That  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  shall  allot  to 

31  each  Federal  reserve  bank  such  proportion  of  such  bonds  as  the 

32  capital  and  surplus  of  such  bank  shall  bear  to  the  aggregate  capital 

33  and  surplus  of  all  the  Federal  reserve  banks. 

34  Upon  notice  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  amount  of  bonds  so  sold  for 

35  its  account,  each  member  bank  shall  duly  assign  and  transfer,  in 

36  writing,   such  bonds   to   the  Federal  reserve   bank  purchasing  the 

37  same,  and  such  Federal  reserve  bank  shall,  thereupon,  deposit  lawful 

38  money  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  for  the  purchase  price 

39  of  such  bonds,  and  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  to  the  member  bank  selling 

40  such  bonds  any  balance  due  after  aeducting  a  sufficient  sum  to

43  The  Federal  reserve  banks  purchasing  such  bonds  shall  be  per-

46  Upon  the  deposit  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  of  bonds 

47  so  purchased,  or  any  bonds  with  the  circulating  privilege  acquired 

48  unoer  section  four  of  this  Act^  any  Federal  reserve  bank  making 

49  such  deposit  in  the  maimer  provided  by  existing  law,  shall  be  entitled 

50  to  receive  from  the  Comptroller^  of  the  Currency  circulating  notes 

51  in  blank,  registered  and  coimtersigned  as  provided  by  law,  equal  in 

52  amount  to  the  par  value  of  the  bonds  so  deposited.    Such  notes 
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shall  be  the  obligations  of  the  Federal  reserve  bank  prociuii^  the  1 
same,  and  shall  l^  in  form  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas-  2 
tiry,  and  to  the  same  tenor  and  effect  as  national-bank  notes  now  3 
provided  by  law.

Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  authorized  to  issue  at  par  Treasury  notes  30 
in  coupon  or  registered  form  as  he  may  prescribe  in  denominations  31 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  or  any  multiple  thereof,  bearing  interest  at  32 
the  rate  of  three  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  quarterly,  such  33

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1  every  member  bank  at  least  twice  in  each  calendar  year  and  oftener 

2  if  considered  necessary:  Provided ,  Ttowever,  That  tlie  Federal  Reserve 

3  Board  may  authorize  'examination  by  the  State  authorities  to  be 

4  accepted  in  the  case  of  State  banks  and  trust  companies  and  may  at 

5  any  time  direct  the  holding  of  a  special  examination  of  State  banks 

6  or  trust  companies  that  are  stoclUiolders  in  any  Federal  reserve 

7  bank.    The  examiner  makine  the  examination  of  any  national  bank, 

8  or  of  any  other  member  bari,  shall  have  power  to  make  a  tJ^orougn 

9  examination  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  bank  and  in  doing  so  he  shall 

0  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  to  examine  any  of  the  officers 

1  and  agents  thereof  under  oath  and  shall  make  a  full  and  detailed 

2  report  of  the  condition  of  said  bank  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Our- 

3  rency. 

4  The  Federal  Reserve  Board,   upon  the  recommendation  of  the 

5  Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  shall  fix  the  salaries  of  all  bank  exam- 

6  iners  and  make  report  thereof  to  Congress.    The  expense  of  the 

7  examinations  herein  provided  for  shall  be  assessed  by  the  Comptroller 

8  of  the  Ciirrency  upon  the  banks  examined  in  proportion  to  assets  or 

9  resources  held  by  the  banks  upon  the  dates  of  examination  of  the 

20  various  banks. 

21  In  addition   to   the   examinations  made   and  conducted   by  the 

22  Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  every  Federal  reserve  bank  niajr,  with 

23  the  approval  of  the  Federal  reserve  agent  or  the  Federal  Reserve  Board, 

24  provide  for  special  examination  of  member  banks  within  its  district. 

25  The  expense  of  such  examinations  shall  be  borne  by  the  bank  exam- 

26  ined.    ouch  exan^inations  shall  be  so  conducted  as  to  inform  the 

27  Federal  reserve  bank  of  the  condition  of  its  member  banks  and  of  the 

28  lines  of  credit  which  are  being  extended  by  them.    Every  Federal 

29  reserve  bank  shall  at  all  times  furnish  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Board 

30  such  information  as  may  be  demanded  concerning  the  condition  of 

31  any  member  bank  within  the  district  of  the  said  Federal  reserve  bank. 

32  No  bank  shall  be  subject  to  any  visitatorial  powers  other  than  such 

33  as  are  authorized  by  law,  or  vested  in  the  courts  of  justice  or  such  as 

34  shall  be  or  shall  have  been  exercised  or  directed  by  Congress,  or  by 

35  eitlier  House  thereof  or  by  any  committee  of  Congress  or  oi  either 

36  House  duly  authorized. 

37  The  Federal  Reserve  Board  shall,  at  least  once  each  year,  order  an 

38  examination  of  each  Federal  reserve  bank,  and  upon  joint  applica- 

39  tion  of  ten  member  banks  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  shall  order  a 

40  special  examination  and  report  of   the  condition   of   any  Federal 

41  reserve  bank. 

42  Sec.  22.  No  member  bank  or  any  officer,  director,  or  employee 

43  thereof  shall  hereafter  make  any  loan  or  grant  any  gratuity  to  any 

44  bank  examiner.    Any  bank  officer,   director,   or  employee   violat- 

45  ing  this  provision  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall 

46  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  one  year 'or  fined  not  more  than  $5,000, 

47  or  botn;  and  may  be  fined  a  further  sum  equal  to  the  money  so  loaned 

48  or  gratuity  given.    Any  examiner  accepting  a  loan  or  gratuity  from  any 

49  bank  examined  by  him  or  from  an  officer,  director,  or  employee  thereof 

50  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  imprisoned  not 

51  exceeding  one  year  or  fined  not  more  than  $5,000,  or  both;  and  may  be 

52  fiined  a  futther  sum  equal  to  the  money  so  loaned  or  gratuity  given; 

53  and  shall  forever  thereafter  be  disqualified  from  holding  office  as  a 

54  national-bank  examiner.    No  national-bank  examiner  snail  perform 
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any  other  service  for  compensation  while  holding  such  office  for  any  1 
bank  or  officer,  director,  or  employee  thereof.  2 

Other  than  the  usual  salary  or  director's  fee  paid  to  any  officer,  3 
director,  or  employee  of  a  member  bank  and  other  than  a  reasonable  4 
fee  paid  by  said  bank  to  such  officer,  director,  or  employee  for  services  6 
rendered  to  such  bank,  no  officer,  director,  employee,  or  attorney  of  a  6 
member  bank  shall  be  a  beneficiaiy  of  or  receive,  airectly  or  indirectly,  7 
any  fee,  commission,  gift,  or  other  consideration  for  or  in  connection  8 
with  any  transaction  or  business  of  the  bank.  No  examiner,  public  9 
or  private,  shall  disclose  the  names  of  borrowers  or  the  collateral  for  1 0 
loans  of  a  member  bank  to  other  than  the  proper  officers  of  such  11 
bank  without  first  having  obtained  the  express  permission  in  writing  12 
from  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  or  from  tne  board  of  directors  13 
of  such  bank,  except  when  ordered  to  do  so  by  a  couit  of  competent  14 
jurisdiction,  or  by  direction  of  the  Confess  of  the  United  States,  or  15 
of  either  House  thereof,  or  any  committee  of  Congress  or  of  either  16 
House  duly  authorized.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  17 
section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  exceeeding  $5,000  or  by  18 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both.  19 

Except  as  provided  in  existing  laws,  this  provision  shall  not  take  20 
effect  until  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  Act.  21 

Sec.  23.  The  stockholders  of  every  national  banking  association  22 
shall  be  held  individually  responsible  for  all  contracts,  debts,  and  23 
engagements  of  such  association,  each  to  the  amount  of  his  stock  24 
therem,  at  the  par  value  thereof  in  addition  to  the  amount  invested  25 
in  such  stock.  The  stockholders  in  any  national  banking  association  26 
who  shall  have  transferred  their  shares  or  registered  the  transfer  27 
thereof  within  sixty  days  next  before  the  date  of  the  failure  of  such  28 
association  to  meet  its  obligations,  or  with  knowledge  of  such  im-  29 
pending  failure,  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  extent  as  if  they  had  made  30 
no  such  transfer,  to  the  extent  that  the  subsequent  transferee  fails  to  31 
meet  such  Hability;  but  this  provision  shall  not  be  construed  to  32 
affect  in  any  way  any  recourse  which  such  shareholders  might  other-  33 
wise  have  against  those  in  whose  names  such  shares  are  registered  at  34 
the  time  of  such  failure.  35 

LOANS  ON  FABM  LANDS.  36 

Sec.  24.  Any  national  banking  association  not  situated  in  a  central  37 
reserve  city  may  make  loans  secured  by  improved  and  unencum-  38 
bered  farm  land,  situated  within  its  Federal  reserve  district,  but  39 
no  such  loan  shall  be  made  for  a  longer  time  than  five  years,  nor  40 
for  an  amount  exceeding  fifty  per  centum  of  the  actual  value  of  the  41 
property  offered  as  security.  Any  such  bank  may  make  sudi  loans  42 
m  an  aggr^ate  sum  equal  to  twenty-five  per  centum  of  its  capital  43 
and  surplus  or  to  one-tnird  of  its  time  deposits  and  such  banks  may  44 
continue  hereafter  as  heretofore  to  receive  time  deposits  and  to  pay  45 
interest  on  the  same.  46 

The  Federal  Reserve  Board  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  47 
add  to  the  list  of  cities  in  which  national  banks  shall  not  be  permitted  48 
to  make  loans  secured  upon  real  estate  in  the  manner  described  in  49 
this  section.  50 
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1  FOREIGN  BBANOHES. 

2  Sec.  25.  Any  national  banking  association  possessing  a  capital  and 

3  surplus  of  $1,000,000  or  more  may  file  application  with  the  Federal 

4  Reserve  Board,  upon  such  conditfons  ana  under  such  r^ulations  as 

5  may  be  preacribed.by  the  said  board,  for  the  purpose  of  securing 

6  authority  to  establish  branches  in  foreign  countnes  or  depend^Eicies 

7  of  the  United  States  for  the  furtherance  of  the  foreign  commerce  of 

8  the  United  States,  and  to  act,  if  required  to  do  so,  as  fiscal  agents  of 

9  the  United  States.    Such  application  shall  specify,  in  addition  to  the 

10  name  and  capital  of  the  banking  association  filing  it,  the  place  or 

11  places  where  the  banking  operations  proposed  are  to  be  carried  on, 

12  and  the  amount  of  capital  set  aside  for  the  conduct  of  its  foreign 

13  business.    The  Federal  Reserve  Board  shall  have  power  to  approye 

14  or  to  reject  such  apphcation  if.  in  its  judgment,  the  amount  of  cap- 

15  ital  proposed  to  be  set  aside  lor  the  conduct  of  foreign  business  is 

16  inadequate,  or  if  for  other  reasons  the  granting  of  such  apphcation 

17  is  deemed  inexpedient. 

IS      Every  national  banking  association  whidi  shall  receive  authorilnr 

19  to  establish  foreign  brand[ies  shall  be  required  at  all  times  to  furnish 

20  information  concerning  the  condition  of  such  branches  to  the  Comp- 

21  troUer  of  the  Currency  upon  demand,  and  the  Federal  Reserve  Board 

22  may  order  special  examinations  of  the  said  foreign  branches  at  such 

23  time  or  times  as  it  may  deem  best.    Every  such  national  banking 

24  association   shall    conduct    the    accounts   of    each    foreign    branch 

25  independently  of  the  accounts  of  other  foreign  branches  established 

26  by  it  and  of  its  home  office,  and  shall  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  period 

27  transfer  to  its  general  ledger  the  profit  or  loss  accruing  at  each  branch 

28  as  a  separate  item. 

29  Sec.  26.  All  provisions  of  law  inconsistent  with  or  superseded  by  any 

30  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  to  that  extent  and  to  that  extent  only 

31  hereby  repealed:  Provided,  Nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  be  con- 

32  strued  to  repeal  the  parity  provision  or  provisions  contained  in  an 

33  Act   approved   March   fourteenth,   nineteen   hundred   entitled   ''An 

34  Act  to  define  and  fix  the  standard  of  value,  to  maintain  the  parity 

35  of  all  forms  of  money  issued  or  coined  by  the  United  States,  to 

36  refund  the  pubUc  debt,  and  for  other  purposes,"  and  the  Secretary  of 

37  the  Treasury  may  for  the  purpose  of  mamtaining  such  parity  and  to 

38  strengthen  the  gold  reserve,  borrow  gold  on  the  security  or  United 

39  States  bonds  authorized  by  section  two  of  the  Act  last  referred  to 

40  or  for  one-year  gold  notes  oearing  interest  at  a  rate  of  not  to  exceed 

41  three  per  centum  per  annum,  or  sell  the  same  if  necessary  to  obtain 

42  gold.    When  the  funds  of  the  Treasury  on  hand  justify,  he  may 

43  purchase  and  retire  such  outstanding  bonus  and  notes. 

44  Sec.  27.  The  provisions   of   the  Act   of   May  thirtieth,   nineteen 

45  hundred  and  eight,  authorizing;  national  currency  associations,^  the 

46  issue  of  additional  national-banK  circulation,  and  creating  a  National 

47  Monetary  Commission^  which  expires  by  limitation  under  the  terms 

48  of  such  Act  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  nineteen  hundred  and  four- 

49  teen,  are  hereby  extended  to  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 

50  fifteen,    and   sections   fifty-one   hundred    and    fifty-three,   fifty-one 

51  himdred   and  seventy-two,  fifty-one  hundred   and  ninety-one,   and 

52  fifty-two  hundred  and  fourteen  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United 

53  States,  which  were  amended  by  the  Act  of  May  thirtieth,  nineteen

National  banking  associations  having  circulating  notes  secured  7 
otherwise  than  by  bonds  of  the  United  States,  shall  pay  for  the  fii^t  8 
three  months  a  tax  at  the  rate  of  three  per  centimi  per  annum  upon  9 
the  average  amount  of  such  of  their  notes  in  circulation  as  are  based  10 
upon  the  deposit  of  such  securities,  and  afterwards  an  additional  tax  11 
rate  of  one-naif  of  one  per  centum  per  annum  for  each  month  imtil  a  12 
tax  of  six  per  centum  per  annum  is  reached,  and  thereafter  such  tax  13 
of  six  per  centimi  per  anmmi  upon  the  average  amount  of  such  14

Sec.  28.  Section  fifty-one  hundred  and  forty-three  of  the  Revised  16 
Statutes  is  hereby  amended  and  reenacted  to  read  as  follows:  Any  17 
association  formed  under  this  title  may,  by  the  vote  of  shareholders  18 
owninff  two-thirds  of  its  capital  stock,  reduce  its  capital  to  any  sum  19 
not  below  the  amount  reqmred  by  this  title  to  authorize  the  forma-  20 
tion  of  associations;  but  no  such  reduction  shall  be  allowable  which  21 
wiU  reduce  the  capital  of  the  association  below  the  amoimt  required  -22

Sec.  29.  If  any  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  or  part  of  this  Act  29 
shall  for  any  reason  be  adjudged  by  any  court  of  competent  juris-  30 
diction  to  be  invalid,  sucn  judgment  shall  not  affect,  impair,  or  31 
invalidate  the  remainder  of  this  Act,  but  shall  be  confineci  in  its  32 
operation  to  the  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  or  part  thereof  directly  33 
involved  in  the  controversy  in  which  such  judgment  shall  have  been  34 
rendered.  35 

Sec.  30.  The  right  to  amend,  alter,  or  repeal  this  Act  is  hereby  36 
expressly  reserved.  37

9  Monetary  Commission,  which  expires  by  limitation  under  the  terms

An  Act  Proposing  an  amendment  to  section  nineteen  of  the  Federal 
reserve  Act  relating  to  reserves,  and  lor  other  purposes. 

1  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 

2  States  of  America  in  Congress  assemUedj  That  section  nineteen,  sub- 

3  sections  (b)  and  (c)  of  the  Act  approved  December  twenty- third, 

4  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  known  as  the  Federal  reserve  Act,  be 

5  amended  and  reenacted  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

6  "(b)  A  bank  in  a  reserve  city,  as  now  or  hereafter  defined,  shall  hold 

7  and  maintain  reserves  equal  to  fifteen  per  centum  of  the  aggregate 

8  amount  of  its  demand  deposits  and  five  per  centum  of  its  time  deposits, 

9  as  follows: 

10  ''In  its  vaults  for  a  period  of  thirty-six  months  after  said  date,  six- 

11  fifteenths  thereof,  and  permanently  thereafter  five-fifteenths. 

12  ''In  the  Federal  reserve  bank  of  its  district  for  a  period  of  twelve 

13  months  after  the  date  aforesaid,  at  least  three-fifteenths,  and  for  each 

14  succeeding  six  months  an  additional  one-fifteenth,  until  six-fifteenths 

15  have  been  so  deposited,  which  shall  be  the  amount  permanently 

16  required. 

17  ''For  a  period  of  thirty-six  months  after  said  date  the  balance  of  the 

18  reserves  may  be  held  in  its  own  vaults,  or  in  the  Federal  reserve  bank, 

19  or  in  national  banks  in  ^  central  reserve  cities,  as  now  defined  by  law. 

20  "After  said  thirty-six  months'  period  all  of  said  reserves,  except 

21  those  hereinbefore  required  to  be  neld  permanently  in  the  vaults  of 

22  the  member  bank  ana  in  the  Federal  reserve  bank,  shall  be  held  in 

23  its  vaults  or  in  the  Federal  reserve  bank  or  in  both,  at  the  option  of 

24  the  member  bank. 

25  "(c)  A  bimk  in  a  central  reserve  city,  as  now  or  hereafter  defined, 

26  shall  hold  and  maintain  a  reserve  equal  to  eighteen  per  centum  of  the 

27  a^gre^ate  amount  of  its  demand  deposits  and  five  per  centum  of  its 

28  tune  deposits,  as  follows: 

29  "In  its  vaults,  six-eighteenths  thereof. 

30  "  In  the  Federal  reserve  bank,  seven-eighteenths. 

31  "The  balance  of  said  reserves  shall  be  held  in  its  own  vaults  or  in 

32  the  Federal  reserve  bank,  at  its  option. 

33  "Any  Federal  reserve  bank  may  receive  from  the  member  banks  as 

34  reserves  not  exceeding  one-half  of  each  installment,  ehgible  paper  as 

35  d^cribed  in  section  tmrteen '  properly  indorsed  and  acceptable  to  the 

36  said  reserve  bank. 

37  "If  a  State  bank  or  trust  company  is  required  *  [or  permitted]  by  the 

38  law  of  its  State  to  keep  its  reserves  either  in  its  own  vaults  or  with 

39  another  State  bank  or  trust  company '  [or  with  a  national  bank,]  such 

40  reserve  deposits  so  kept  in  such  State  bank,  trust  company,'  [or 

41  national  bank]  shall  be  construed  within  the  meaning  of  this  section 

42  as  if  they  were  reserve  deposits  in  a  national  bank  in  a  reserve  or 

43  central  reserve  city  for  a  period  of  three  years  after  the  Secretary  of 

44  the  Treasury  shall  have  ofl&oiaUy  announced  the  establishment  of  a 

45  Federal  reserve  bank  in  the  distnct  in  which  such  State  bank  or  trust

''In  estimating  the  reserves  required  by  this  Act,  the  net  balance  15 
of  amounts  due  to  and  from  other  banks  shall  be  taken  as  the  basis  16 
for  ascertaining  the  bank  deposits  ajgainst  which  reserves  shall  be  17 
determined.  Balances  in  reserve  banks  due  to  member  banks  shall,  18 
to  the  extent  herein  provided,  be  counted  as  reserves.

'^  National  banks  located  in  Alaska  or  outside  the  continental  20 
United  States  may  remain  nonmember  banks,  and  shall  in  that  event  21
